In my short time in the area I have been impressed with how community corrections works in 

Grand Traverse County. My experience in Wisconsin taught me the value of reentry for inmates. 

Reentry planning should be an essential part of incarceration while community corrections 

working with reentry must adapt their program to the local area.  Wisconsin and Michigan are
